HANNA SPEAKS IN

Great Crowd Listens te the Senateor Scere
Tom Johnsen's Theeorics.

OovLomsus, Ohio, Oot. 28.—Before 8,000
people, Senator Mark A. Hanna to-night
made his first political apeech in Columbus
during thia campaign. Gov. Nash pre
efided  Senator Hanna all through his
addrese kept close watch upon the issues
advanced by Mayor Tom L. Johnson of
Cleveland. He said that the people of the
United States this year were watching
Ohio and oonsidered the results to be ob-
tained next Tuesday as a barometer of the
national electicn,

Single tax and home rule issues were
severoly scored by Mr. Hanna, who maid
that there were sufficient laws now in force
in Ohio to overcome every issue that has
been advanced by Mr. Johnson and his
followers. He dwelt at length upon the
history of the Republican party for twelve
years, and said that this was sufficient to
convince any voter that all the claims of
hard times, now being advanced by the
Democracy of Ohio, were without founda-
tion.

MURPHY AND BOROUGH HOTEL.

Arobitect Says He Was Hired to Alter the
Place—Sues Tammany Leader.

J. B. Franklin, who is an architect at
838 Broadway, made public last night the
statement that he has brought suit, through
Frank Moes, against Charles F. Murphy,
leader of Tammany Hall, to recover $718,
with interest for five years, as balance due
for services which he declares he perfcrmed
for Mr. Murphy in making plans and super=
fatending the reconstruction of properties
owned by Mr. Murphy, one of them being
the Borough Hotel, at 98 Lexington avenue,
corner of Twenty-seventh street, whioh
Big Bill Devery said was “a red light™ when
Mr. Murphy owned it and Devery was Chief
of Police. The title in that property passed
to E. C. Ray in September, 1901.

Mr. Franklin avers that he received
the order for the alteration of the house
now known as the Borough Hotel on Nov.
6. 1807, just after the election of Mayor
Van Wyck. Among the other services
which he did for Mr. Murphy were inciuded
the alteration of the liquor store at 328
First avenue, improvements at Twentieth
streat and Second aveunue, the buildin
in which the Anawanda (lub i8 housed,
alterations to building at 228 East Twenty-
first street and preparing plans for a flve-
story fireproof building where the Borough
Hotel stands

Mr. Franklin says that he was ordered
to do the work on the Borough Hotel build-
ing by Mr. Murphy as the representative
of his'sister, Catherine A. Murphy, but that
he has discovered that she wns nol then
the owner of the property but had con-
veyed it to her brother, Charles

at the station

If anv citizen has reason to think that the |

police reports are not correct, or that any
person has illegally registered, or is expecting
to vote fraudulently, or in any manner to
violate the Election law, if he will send the
name to Police Headouarters, or to the cap-
tain of the precinet, 1t will be immediately
investigated

The names of all persons illegally registered
will be furnished to the clection offfcers on
election day, and the police will be instructed
to make arresats at the request of the election

officers or of the State Superintendent of
Electiona or his deputics
In view of the statements made by Mr.

Bruce and Dr. Gould, they have been re-
quested to give any information concern=
ing illegal registration or attempted fraudu-
lant voting to Police Headquarters, or to
the captains of precinets, and if there i8 any
failure on the part of the police to perform
their full duty under the Election law, they
will not only he put on charges in the Police
Department, but the cagesa will be tiurned
over to the District Attorney for proseci-
tion under that gection of the Elaction law
whirh makes such an offence a felony and the
punishment therefor imprisonment for a
period not exceading three years

Cornmisaioner Greene said that warrants
issued for illegal voting and nor served
prior to election day will be given 80 the
policemen assigned to the polling places
where the euspects vote The warrants
must be served in such a wav as not
interfere with the suspected person cast.

That s, the Commissioner explained,
no person for whom there is a warrant,
can he arrested after entering the polling
place until after he has voted. 'The Com-

BETTING BRISK; CLOSES EVEN
TAMMANY FORCED ODDS ON
M'CLELLLAN FOR A WHILE.

The Big Bets on the Curd, Theugh, Were
Fven Money, Although Law Men Were
Around Looking for Something Better
—Wigwam “Figures'’ Did Not Bite Deep

and theme was some disposition on the
part of handlers of Low betting money
to hold off in the hope of getting better
terms. Charles H. DeWitt of the New
York Stock Exchange seem+d to be the man
to whom had been entrusted the handling
of the big Tammanuy betting fund

Mr. DeWitt appeared personally in the
Broad street curb market and offered to
bet upon MeClellan in large chunks. He
announced that he had $100,000 to bet even,
provided the Low men would take the
money in lot& of $1,000 or over. He placed
in all something like $10,000 among the
curb brokers. It was understood that
he placed another 810,000 elsewhere in
the Wall Street district, and it was stated
at the offices of C. H. DeWitt & Co. in the
late afternoon that the Tammany betting
money was still obtainable on even terms
in lots of 81,000 or over.

L. Urocco went late in the day to the
office of DeWitt & Co. after he had made
a lot of bets elsewhere and said that he
had $20,000 or $25,000 to bet on Low “at
the market.” Asked what he meant by
that, he replied

“Well, the Tammauny men seein to have a
lot of money on hand to-day aud I think
they should give odds. I should say ‘the
market' at this time was 0 to 8 on McClellan,
and I have come wround to see what can be
done."

It could not be learned that any bets were
closed by Mr. Crocco at the odds he wanted.
The Tammany betting pool held out for
even money. Mr. Crocco showed memo-
randa for the following bets that he had
made during the day on Low: 88,000 even
with Floyd, Crawford & Co.; 81,000 to $800
with Kerr & Co.; $1,000 to $800 with (ieou;a
J.Spahn; $200 to $180 with Denis Shea.
